Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative was first approached in the purpose 
for establishing some possibility as to make changes to the claimed invention in terms of correcting informalities to the 
specifications and claims, thereby putting the invention in better shape for allowance. New subject matter added to the 
Specs were to be removed, according to the conversation, and some features of the claims should also be rectified to 
put forth the update methodology by which particular devices like game, personal handheld machines, entertainment 
devices recited as 'personalized products' are updated from a specific communication paradigm. As suggested in the 
interview, that paradigm needs to be claimed with more specifics, the personalized product needs to be clearly 
described to set forth it to be one of entertainment devices or similar home users device; the update data needs to be 
precisely just data or program code or software tools for development, what the updating all about.i.e. updating 
software or programming environment or just updating configuration of a game-- the context of upgrading or developing 
must be clear as well as the upload paradigm. It has been discussed that a 'product' is a broad limitation; and a 
'medium' is otherwise not viewed as a PDA or a laptop according to common knowledge. However, after further review 
of the possibilities and the amount of issues from the Application, the Examiner has decided to issue an Office action 
instead and explained to the representative that no further follow up to the proposals from above would be considered 
until an Office Action is subsequently sent out. Thus, there will be opportunity for the Applicant to better prepare a 
response, and following the Examiner's observations made in this Office Action, the Applicant would have learned 
ways to effect such reply or maybe another contact with the Examiner would help how to go about effectuating it. 
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
